WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.— Announcement was made at 
the state department today that a commercial treaty had 
been signed with Germany to replace the similar conven­ 
tion abrogated at the time of the war and that instructions 
had been sent to the minister at The Hague, Richard M. 
Tobin, to begin negotiation* of a similar treaty with the 
Dutch government. 
The action marks a forward step in the purpose of the 
Washington government to make over all of its general 
commercial agreements with other countries in the light 
of changed world conditions due to the world war. 
Sim­ 
ilar negotiations have been in progress at Madrd for sev­ 
eral months and are now being conducted with the Turk­ 
ish government and with several Latin-American coun­ 
tries. 
No detailed information concerning the negotia­ 
tions however, has been made available here, beyond that 
all of the new treaties are to rest upon most favored nation 
treatment for American nationals.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.— Announcement that the in­ 
vitation from Chicago for the Republican national conven­ 
tion of 1924 to be held in that city would be withdrawn, 
w ay made here tonight by Fred VV.

The announcement by Mr. Upham, who came here to­ 
day with a delegation of Chicago business men to urge 
Chicago’s claims for the convention was said by Repub­ 
lican leaders virtually to assure the selection of Cleveland 
as the convention city. 
Representative Burton of Ohio, a leader among those 
urging the selection of Cleveland, when advised of the 
withdrawal of Chicago, said this meant definitely that the 
convention would go to the Ohio city.

of the mdgf important goals to­ 
ward which the 
farmer 
must 
work, according to F. C. Barnes, 
manager 
of 
the 
Morrow and 
Davenport experimental plots at,| 
the University of .Illinois. 
The successful farmer, he con 
tinued, must determine the pro­ 
per balance between 
the 
three 
important factors in the produc­ 
tion of crops; land, labor 
and 
equipment. One of the chief rea­ 
sons for the uning productivity 
„of tile soil, he said, was neglect 
by the American farmer of the 
first of these factors. 
“ If he is a 
skillful, farmer/' 
M. Barnes 
said, 
“the 
returns 
which he can secure 
from 
the 
land 
should 
be 
sufficient 
to 
cover the cost of production, the 
taxes and a fair rate of interest 
on the 
capital 
invested. 
In 
actual 
practice 
many 
farmers 
rarely realize such returns. This 
may he due in part to the high 
speculative value of land, to low 
prices for produce or 
to 
inef­ 
ficient systems of farming or to 
a combination of all of these. 
“ A large number of 
farmers 
make no effort to halt the wan­ 
ing productiveness of their 
soil 
and expect the poor crops and 
lq|^L yields they produce to pay 
pen Hive methods of produc­ 
tion which they 
cannot 
avoid. 
They do not seem to realize that 
It costs as much to produce low 
yields as It does high yields.” 
“These points are more clearly 
emphasized by the crop yields on 
the old Morrow plots, and on the 
more recently established Daven­ 
port 
plots." Mr. Barnes said. 
“On some of this land corn has 
been 
grown 
constantly 
since 
1879 without any kind 
of soil 
treatment 
During the ten years 
the corn has yielded at the an­ 
nual rate of 25.2 
bushels 
per 
acre. 
Assuming that this 
land 
is worth $200.00 an 
acre 
and 
allowing for average production 
costs for all 
items 
concerned, 
each bushel of this corn 
would 
cost the farmer growing it under 
sim ilar 
conditions 
some what 
more than 90 cents, a coat which 
would eliminate him as a compe­ 
titor with a more efficient neigh­ 
bor.

e gathered by the National As­ 
sation of Travelers Aid Soctet- 
of this city in an effort to esti­ 
mate the number and types of per­ 
sons who drop out of sight each 
year. 
Reports from 37 cities, the 
association said, gave 
a total of 
31,(38 men, women and children 
who disappeared, 
about 2500 of 
whom were not found. 
Seeking for people who disap­ 
pear la a part of 
Travelers 
Ald 
service which protects 
inexperi­ 
enced travelers from harm by giv­ 
ing advice and help 
at 
railroad 
stations and steamship piers, ac­ 
cording to John R. 8hillady, gen­ 
eral director of national assocla* 
lion. 
“Travelers Aid workers in 160 
cities helped more than 2,000,000 
persons last year,” he said, “sav­ 
ing thousands of girls from being 
lured off by designing individu­ 
als in crowded stations. 
The ser­ 
vice helps all travelers, from mere 
information seeking to those in 
dire emergency. 
Police 
reports 
show that in New York City 2,446 
girls and yeomen were reported 
missing in 1922, 1652 of whom 
were girls under 21 years. 
Chi­ 
cago recorded 1549; Los Angeles 
1020; 
Philadelphia 
1006; 
St. 
LOuis bad 798; San Francisco 471 
and Detroit a i l . 
About 92 per 
cent of the missing were finally 
located— dead or alive— but the 
records show that many had un­ 
dergone experiences worse than 
death. 
Large as these figures are. they , 


represent only about one-half,of 
the actual number of those who 
actually dropped out of sight at 
some time during the year, in the 
opinion of Captain John H. Ayers. 
Chief of the Bureau of 
Missing 
Persona, New York City. 
People often fail to report dis­ 
appearing members of their fam­ 
ily to us because they mistakenly 
fear' we will bring publicity upon 
them, when that is the last thing 
we want to 
do.” 
said 
Captain 
Ayers in a statement to the Nati­ 
onal 
Association. 
“ Many 
also 
drop 
out 
of 
sight 
who 
have 
not one sufficiently interested to 
make a report. 
In our best judg­ 
ment, we feel it is fair to double 
our actual figurer, making a to­ 
tal of 4 892 women and girls in 
New York city, of whom 3304 were 
under 
21 
years of age. 
If the 
same ratio of disappearance holds 
good for the United States as ap­ 
plies to New York city, then we 
can arrive by an an arithmetical 
computation at the total for the 
United States, which will approxi­ 
mate 60.000 girls who 
probably 
disappear 
annually. 
Of course. 
it must be understood th at those 
are not permanent disappearances 
as a very large per cent are ac­ 
counted for. 
Our record for last 
year was 98 per cent found."

ing to Miss Grace Patten Conant, 
of Minikin University of this city. 
Reading aloud in the class room, 
and organization among the stu­ 
dents of “ Rainy Night" clubs for 
group reading, were two of the 
dilef methods 
recommended by 
Miss Conant. 
“The cultivation of a perman­ 
ent reading habit,” she declared, 
“ has become more than evr an 
Ksntial of collge training. 
It can 
no rbnge| be possible for a student 
to fl he has had animal biology, 
sociology, or that he has finished 
Macbeth or the Divine Comedy. He 
is educated only in the propor­ 
tion as the knowledge he bas ac­ 
quired from all sources shall have 
passed into his reverie; or shall 
have entered into the current of 
his daily thought and action, shall 
become a part of his daily reckon­ 
ing. 
“To reach this Ideal of educa­ 
tion far greater emphasis must be 
laid upon what the student does 
himself regarding exploration of 
books, weighing of evidence, and 
the drawing of conclusions.

PENSIONS LARGER 
AS TIME GOES ON 


Although Number of Claimants is Becoming 
Less Increases Granted Cause Total of Ex­ 
penditures to Grow Each Year—Largest 
Amount Goes to Widow of Col. Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON — (A. P.) — 
With 7260 fewer pensioners on the 
government rolls than in 
1922, 
expenditures increased last year 
$9,405,000, the Pension 
Bureau 
announced today in its annual re­ 
port. 
The increase was ascribed 
to changes in the rates and method 
of payment. 
“ TTT number of pensioners on 
the roll June 30, 1923, was 539-
